COLUMBIA PROF'S RESIGNATION 
-IAS DANGEROUS IMPLICATIONS 


General Eisenhower may have thought that the pres- 
dency of Columbia University would give him academic 
anctuary from international politics. But he can't have 
persisted in the idea very long. For he was scarcely settled 
it his new desk when a problem in international relations 
•onfronted him. 


Dr. Arthur Prudden Coleman resigned as assistant 
professor of Polish language and literature in protest 
against the university's acceptance of a Polish government 
-*rant to establish a chair of Polish literature, language 
. nd philology at Columbia. 


Dr. Coleman contended that the new chair would 
onstitute "academic infiltration" of communism at Col- 
umbia. He said that by working in the same field with a 
man who was paid by the undemocratic Polish regime, he 
would feel that he was conniving in an intellectual "collab- 
oration" like that of the professors who stayed at their 
German university posts under the Nazis. 


Columbia's new president accepted the resignation. 
>ut he did so with reluctance, and with reservations. 


Xo one can deny Dr. Coleman the right to his sincere 
onvictions and his academic freedom. 


But one wonders if this educator, like some other 
vvell-meaning Americans, is not borrowing communistic 
techniques to fight communism. The Soviet government 
iong ago slammed the door on freedom of academic inter- 
course between its own schools and those of the outside 
¿vorld. 


We do not know the personal politics of Dr. Manfred 
Kridl, now on the Smith College faculty, who was chosen 
to fill the new chair at Columbia.

This is not a pretty state of affairs, and we hope it is 
not permanent. But while it exists, Dr. Coleman's action 
raises the question of whether it is better to try to preserve 
some ties of interest and understanding between thinking 
people who are not unfriendly and who do not want war, 
or whether they must end all intellectual communication 
as a prelude to conflict.

In its weekly crop bulletin, the 
Weather Bureau said corn generally 
had started to tassel and that half 
of some stands had tasseled. A few 
early fields in the lower two thirds 
of the state wrere earing. 


Condition of most corn was good 
to excellent, and the bulk of it is 
clean. 
With most of the crop at 4 
to 6 feet, it was too high for further 
cultivation. 


Soybeans also were growing rap- 
idly. 
Occasional early fields were 
beginning to bloom and many were 
two feet up. 


As completion of the winter wheat 
harvest spread northward, reports 
of exceptional yields—55 to 64 bu- 
shels an acre—continued to flow in, 
the bureau said. 


Oats were mostly good and all 
headed. The harvest is progressing 
rapidly in the south. 


Recent showers improved pastures, 
but left some short. Their uneveness 
produced a spotty moisture picture, 
leaving a few areas too wet and 
some in need of a good drenching.
